OF THE 


meHOOL BROARD 


OF THE 


TOWN OF NORTH HAMPTON. 


Your Committee, in reviewing the work of the year. 
feel that some progress has been made in the education- 
al privileges of the town: this we believe to be largely 
due to the teachers, who have cordially co-operated with 
us and faithfuily labored to advance the interests of our 
scnools. ‘I'he Grammar School at the Centre has been 
taught by Miss Alice W. Batchelder of Hampton. She 
is a ladv of culture, admirably adapted by natural qual- 
ities and many vears «xperience in school work, to suc- 
cessfully instruct others. Her pupils have manifested a 
commendable interest in their studies, good advance- 
ment has been made, and we have been well satisfied 
with her earnest, untiring efforts. 

Miss Nellie F. Drake has continued to instruct in the 
Primary School. Her past record as a teacher is so well 
known by all that our words can add but little to the 
high esteem in which she is held. Her position in many 
respects is more trying than that of those who labor with 
older scholars. ‘I'he care of nearly forty little ones re- 
quiring great patience and tact. She has conducted the 
school so well as to deserve praise herself, and in such a 
manner that the scholars have been interested and their 
intellectual development rapid. 

The Spring term at the Kast was kept by Miss Sadie 
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D. Curtis of Hampton Falls. The school under her 
charge always made a commendable appearance: she 
loved her work and her scholars loved and respected her. 

Such progress had been made by the scholars, during 
the years that she had labored in that school, that there 
was almost universal regret by parents and pupils when, 
at the end of the term, she decided that she must retire 
from teaching for needed rest. 

The Fall and Winter terms were under the care of 
Miss Margaret J. Laughton of Pembrook, Maine. She is 
a successful teacher: her methods of instruction are the 
result of training and years of acquaintance with school 
room work. She has done thorough work; her aim be- 
ing to have her scholars so fully understand the rules 
and other insiructions of the text books as to be able to 
put them to practical use in after life. There has been 
a growing interest manifest on the part of the scholars. 

The deportment in all the schools has been good, the 
moral tone high. 

It has been the aim of your committee to give the 
best advantxges possible with the money appropriated 
by the town and equal privileges to all parts 


There are pressing needs at all our school rooms, that 
lack of money has prevented our supplying: special ap- 
propriations are necessary in order to meet them. Don’t 
ask what the law requires us to raise for school pur- 
poses, but what the future welfare of our youth de- 
mands. Let us make our schools in equipment—text- 
books, charts, ete.—the equal of the best in our land: it 
will pav; the men and women of the next decade will 
thank us. 


Money is needed to purchase charts that the branches 
taught may be better illustrated and thus aclearer and 
more forcible impression made upon the scholars mind : 
especially are these wanted in connection with the study 
of physiology. Swinton Readers have been introduced 
in place of the old Franklin; the scholars having become 
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so familiar with the old ones as to have lost such an in- 
terest as is necessary in order for the best advancement 
to be made. Other changes in text-books would be 
helpful and must of necessity come soon. 

We would ask the citizens to consider the advisabil- 
ity of appropriating money for the free supply of text- 
books to scholars: this is required by law in Mass. and 
some towns and cities in our own state have voted to do 
this; its importance is reccgnized by those most inter- 
ested in education in our land. 

We would also strongly press upon citizens, especial- 
ly parents, the importance of visiting schools, that they 
may know for themselves the quality of work done, also 
for the encouragement ihat such interest would give to 
both teachers and scholars. 

In looking back through English history, and the his- 
tory of England, our Mother country, is truly our own, we 
find among its rulers, one who stands out, although he 
lived » thousand years ago, as the peer if not the supe- 
rior of any other, whose character and achievements we 
shall do well to study—the Saxon. king, Alfred the 
Great. No ruler ever done more to elevate the English 
people: he established schools, although it was long be- 
fore the art of printing was known, and ccurts of justice. 
The great desires of his heart were to do right to all his 
subjects and to leave England better, wiser and happier 
in all ways than he found it. 

In no way can you do more as citizens to make our 
town better, wiser and happier than you found it than 
by giving the children the best possible educational ad- 
vantages. Cultivate fully their mental powers, always 
endeavoring to give them that which is purest and best. 

Our future motto should be “Onward.”
